One remarkably satisfactory 
result; of keeping simple dairy 
records, yields of milk and cost 
orfeed, is the knowledge gained 
that cows of good dairy type do 
repay the cost of extra feed.

The value of the extra feed 
was $605.00; this produced more 
milk to the value of $1,677.66, so 
that the extra clear return was 
$1,072.66 and the cows were in 
much better condition.

GOOD LIBERAL MEETING 


The liberal meeting in the 1.0.. 
O.F. hall last Thursday evening 
was not so large as it undoubted¬ 
ly would have been had it not 
been held on so ^hortnotice, but 
there was nevertheless a fair-siz¬ 
ed and attentive audience to hear 
Mrj Jas. McNaughton, M. L. A., 
the liberal candidate for Little 
Bow, and Hon. Mr. Mitchell,pro¬ 
vincial treasurer. 

Mr. McNaughton, in his speech, 
recounted the various pieces of 
legislation put through by the 
government, and said that no 
government had ever passed mea¬ 
sures more beneficial to the far¬ 
mers. The province of Alberta 
waB essentially a farming pro¬ 
vince and the government had 
given chief attention to acts to 
further the welfare of the farm¬ 
er. Mr. McNaughton explained 
the advantages of the loan acts, 
Duncan Marshall.s 'Cow Bill’, 
the hospitals act, the Dower act, 
and the measure empowering the 
women to vote and have a voice 
in provincial affairs. He also 
touched upon the charges brought 
against the government by the 
opposition and ridiculed the att¬ 
empt to put the government in a 
bad light. Their record of the 
past session was too good for 
that 

Mr. Mitchell dealt largely with 
the railway policy of the govern¬ 
ment,and he went into a detailed 
explanation of the opposition 
charges and the government’s 
position, and showed how wrong 
the charges were as they were 
utterly untrue. Instead of the 
government having given money 
to the railways without having 
anything to show for it value had 
been received for every dollar 
paid out. The opposition had'’ 
charged that the railway, lines 
had been over guaranteed acc¬ 
ording to cost and that somebody 
was making a fortune out of it. 
But he quoted from the commiss¬ 
ion of experts appointed by the 
Dominion government and show¬ 
ed that in every case every guar¬ 
antee given by the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment was far below the act¬ 
ual cost of the construction. At 
the conclusion of his speech he 
had shown his audience that in 
regard to the railway policy the 
government had been as careful 
as the opposition had said they 
were wasteful. Mr. Mitchell look¬ 
ed forward to the coming elect¬ 
ion to confirm the policy oi the 
government, and called upon the 
audience to return Mr. McNaugh¬ 
ton to Edmonton with a rousing 
majority. 

Mr. A. Mitchell, who occupied 
the chair, thanked the speakers 
for their addresses and urged all 
liberals to work hard for the 
cause so that on election day Mr. 
McNaughton would be returned 
by a greater majority than ever.

matters of a similar nature, could be decided 
witheut rancour. It is fully time, that not only 
candidates, but electors came to see that what? 
is wanted in Alberta is government and not party 
politics. The average right-thinking man is 
totally unconcertied as to the party tint ef the 
representative; what he wants to see in the best 
man put in to the government of our affairs. 
Our provincial problems do not call for any such 
distinctions as liberal and conservative. There 
are no great questions dividing the two bodies 
save what are created for campaign purposes, 
and even they have a trick of evaporating di¬ 
rectly after % election contest The only mat¬ 
ter to trouble our legislators is what is best for 
a farming province such as this happens to be, 
and what will further its progress intellectually 
and materially. There is no room for hidebound 
partyism in that; in itself the situation suggests 
a harmonious working together for the further¬ 
ance of these aims, and until the suggestion is 
followed up we shall miss the best that can be 
got In this respect, of course, we are no better 
or worse than the other provinces where the 
same party flame is kept alive by embitterment. 
But the whole matter is in need of revision; 
neither Alberta nor any other province can af¬ 
ford to let affairs stand aside they are made an 
excuse for party quibble and quarrelling^.' 

But the day of enlightment is not yet at 
hand, and we shall doubtless allow our affairs to 
be inoculated with the spirit of partizanship un¬ 
til we, as voters, demonstrate clearly that we 
think more of .our province than our politics. 


It is good to see the streets of the town be¬ 
ing attended to at last, and also to note the 
quality of work that is being put into them. 
When they are finished they will be more Ui 
keeping with the requirements of the traffic 
than ever they were before. The work of keep¬ 
ing them in repair, once they are made decent, 
must not be overlooked, or else they might just 
as well have been left alone in the first instance. 
They will require periodical attention if they are 
not to descend to their former condition, and the 
council will do well to keep the matter in mind.

In 1914 Britain brewed 36 mil¬ 
lion barrels of beer. In 1916 the 
brew was restricted to 26 
million barrels, and for 1917 it 
will be restricted to 10 million 
barrels. Premier Lloyd George 
made the statement that the re¬ 
duction of 10 million barrels 
would save 600,000 tons of food 
stuffs per year, or nearly a 
month's supply of foodstuffs- for 
the British Isles. 

A suggestion by the lieutenant- 
govenor of Kansas is typical of 
the Kansas idea. To a man who 
complained that under prohibi¬ 
tion one bitten by a snake had 
no easy remedy at hand, thelieu- 
tenant-govenor suggested that a 
law forbidding the snakes to bite 
would meet the situation. 

— Peace advocates in Germany 
are doing their utmost to block 
the work of the war. Recent 
numerous fires in munition plants 
are attributed to them, as also is 
the destruction of various farm 
buildings and granaries. The 
peace advocates hope that by 
these means the end of the war 
will be hastened.
